He 
told The POST several weeks 
ago that he did not consider 
himself in a conflict of inter- 
ests or he would have disqual- 
ified himself from the kashrut 
investigation. 

DR. WEISS-ROSMARIN, edi- 
tor of the Jewish Spectator, 
said Rabbi Teitz’s position em- 
phasized “the unsavory situation 
that kashrut is ra pensar ae 
& protrtit 
able business.” 

Replied Rab- 
bi Teitz:

CHICAGO TRIB 
HITS DULLES FOR 


CHICAGO (NJP) — The con- 
ference of State Secretary Dulles 
with American Jewish leaders 
last week was denounced by the 
Chicago Tribune as “shameful 
and insulting” to United States 
Jewry. 

The _ presence of Maxwell 
Rabb, presidential assjstant on 
minority affairs, at the confer- 
ence, in the opinion of the paper, 
indicates that the White House 
fears a “Jewish vote” and be- 
lieves that “Jews cannot be 
counted upon to view national 
policy as Americans only, but 
must be treated as if a stereo- 
typed response could be ‘ex- 
pected from them in any mat- 
ter involving Israel, a foreign 
nation.” 

The report that the President 
asked the Jewish leaders to use 
their influence to persuade Is- 
rael to retreat from Gaza, 
“would amount to an assertion 
of administration belief that Is- 
rael is not a sovereign nation, 
but that it is controlled by a 
sector of the American com- 
munity.

Jewish Appeal; William Rosen- 
wald of the United Jewish Ap- 
peal; Irving Engel, president of 
the American Jewish Congress; 
Mendel Silverberg, of Los 
Angeles, and Philip Klutznick, 
president of B’nai B’rith. They 
were accompanied by Maxwell 
Rabb, presidential assistant, who 
is Jewish. 

Balaban stated that the group 
was not asked to sign anything 
or to pressure Israel. 


CORNCERNING the _ specula- 
tion that this meeting was in- 
tended to split the American 
Jewish community between 
Zionists and non-Zionists on the 
question of Israel’s withdrawal, 
Balaban said: “It is my _ per- 
sonal conviction that in matters 
involving justice and morality 
in the present crisis there can 
be no such distinctions.” 

Secretary Dulles spent more 
than 20 minutes repeating the 


essence of the President’s speech. 


of Feb. 20. He continually re- 
assured the group that the ad- 
ministration had not wavered 
in its support of Israel’s sover- 
eignty, but he was unable to 
answer a question by Balaban 
as to why the administration 
was not as publicly forceful on 





this point as it was concerning 
its demands upon Israel. Nor 
could the Secretary satisfactorily 
explain the double standard 
adopted by the administration, 
Maxwell Rabb was an observ- 
er and said nothing. Assistant 
Secretary William Rountree was 
also present at the meeting. 


IF THE HOPE of splitting 
the American Jewish commu- 
nity on Israel’s withdrawal was 
what prompted the administra- 
tion to hold the meeting, the 
hope was dashed because all the 
non-Zionist leaders were united 
in sharp disagreement with the 
administration’s position and so 
stated. 

As they left, Secretary Dulles 
said: “Well, gentlemen, I will 
understand if you don’t agree 
with us; but sympathize.” 


THE ATMOSPHERE in of- 
ficiai Washington is more caus 
tiously hopeful regarding the 
Middle East crisis than it has 
been in several weeks. Ambas- 
sador Eban’s lengthy meeting 
this Sunday with Secretary 
Dulles followed by consultations 
with United Nations Secretary 
Hammarskjold at the United 
Nations seemed to have effected 
an easing of tensions. 


THE ISRAEL Ambassador 
met with Dulles in the Secre- 
tary’s home for more than three 
hours. Accompanied by Reuven 
Shiloah, minister of the Em- 
bassy of Israel, Eban arrived 
after 36 hours of flying looking 
none the worse for his gruelling 
travel. 

He jokingly asked the press 
assembled if they had _ been 
there in front of the Secretary’s 
home since the previous Sunday 
when they were similarly gath- 
ered to question him. 

(In fact, most of the report- 
ers had been waiting for so 
many hours in front of the Sec- 
retary’s home the past week- 
ends that as a diversion they 
began taking notice of the 
architecture of the Dulles resi- 
dence. Experts observed that it 
was a combination of both 
French Normandy and Eng‘ish 
Tudor styling. One wag _ ob- 
served that the architecture, like 
the Secretary, is not quite clear, 
Over the garage was a dove- 
cote which significantly was un- 
occupied by the symbol of 
peace. )

IN THE pre-election argu- 
ments, opponents of mixed seat- 
ing charged that the advocates 
of mixed seating would _insti- 
tute not only mixed seating but 
mixed choirs, revised prayer 
books and shorter prayer hours. 

In denying the charge, the 
Singerman group alleged that, 
the opponents of mixed seating 
sought to build a five foot high 
solid wood partition to keep fe- 
male and male worshipers apart. 
They also charge that the op- 
ponents of mixed seating would 
eut out all English prayers.

THE NEW POLICY, which 
will go into operation at the be- 
ginning of the new school year 
in September, affects some 4,000 
children who are currently re- 


leased from school work one 
hour a week to attend these 
classes, During the lengthy de- 


bate by federation board mem- 
bers, a move was initiated to 
set back to September, 1958, the 
target date for removing the 
classes from school buildings. 
But it was quashed by a vote 
of 11 to 7. 

Thus came to an end—except 
for the implementation of the 
new policy—-a dramatic episode 
in this Ohio Valley area. 


SHWARTZ said simply: “I’m 
very pleased.” 

The Jewish community here 
was even more jubilant. 

Robert Fitterman, executive 


director of Dayton’s Jewish 
Community Council, hailed it as 
a “very significant action” and 
saw the promise of its effects 
“throughout the state.” 

(Many school districts in 
Ohio’s 88 counties presently hold 
released time classes in public 
school buildings.)

“Perhaps another reason and 
just as valid is to help to edu- 
cate the public (at least the pub- 
lic that I come in contact with) 
to the fact that the blind can 
live full and productive lives. 


“AS FOR skiing, last year I 
first skied by following the voice 
of my ski companion. This 
worked out fine for me, but 
something a newspaper reporter 


once said to me, when he was 
doing a story about me, gave 
me cause for concern, He said: 
‘You look like any other skier 
with your dark glasses. How is 
anyone to know that you are 
blind?’ 

“This brought about a little 
change in the technique we have 
used this year. My skiing com- 


panion now attaches a bell to 
his ski pole. ~. 
This has been very satisfac- 


tory, not for my safety alone, 
but for the safety of the other 
skiers. An electronic engineer 
friend of mine ras recently de- 
vised a headgear for me with 
a transistor receiver and a little 
microphone for my skiing com- 
panion. However, I still feel that 
the bell is safer for all con- 
cerned.”

THAT MEANS the years we 
are forming our teeth, bones 
and tissues, we are not getting 
the proper foods. The results 
of this lack of proper food will 
not be clearly seen for a few 
years. The boys who are now in 
their early teens in a few years 
will be up for selective service. 
Many more of these boys will 
not be passing their physicals 
than are now. The nutritional 
status of teenage girls is even 
more serious. Many complica- 
tions of childbirth will be the 
result of not eating proper foods 
in the formative years. 


A RECENT survey in New 
York state showed that only 21 
per cent of teens were receiving 
the recommended food needs. 
These same conditions are found 
in rural as well as urban areas. 

The “jitterbug diet” is a 
luncheon favored by teenagers. 
It consists of a hot dog, potato 
chips, a bottle of soda pop and 
a candy bar. This lunch is full 
of empty calories that add extra 
weight and is of little nutrition- 
al value.

When the Hayama_ shipyard 
in the Haifa Bay area last month 
launched its first all-steel 80- 
ton fishing boat, the largest 
fishing craft’ ever constructed 
in Israel, the company found 
it no easy matter to carry the 
large craft over inland roads to 
the sea. 


THE INLAND shipyard was 
established five years ago, after 
the formation of a partnership 
between Solel Boneh, the own- 
er of a small yard that built 
wooden boats, and the Shoham 
Shipping Co., because there was 
no space for the -yard on the 
Shore at the Haifa port zone. 


During the first stages it was 

easy to transport the smail 
boats by truck from shipyard 
to sea. 


The construction of the new 
large boat has indicated, how- 
ever, that that stage is past. 


THE NEW boat has a 150 
horsepower Diesel motor and is 
capable of doing nine knots an 
hour, Its building requireq 70 
tons of steel, and the whole of 
the boat, including pumps, 
cranes, electric installations, etc., 
apart from the motors, were 
built in Israel. 

Its maiden voyage proved that 
the boat does not fall short in 
quality comparisons with craft 
built in German shipyards, with 


years of experience and _ tradi- 
tion, 


FOUR ADDITIONAL boats 
Now are under construction at 
the Israeli Hayama shipyards. 


The history of the Hayama 
shipyard is characteristic of the 
history of many industries in 
Israel. The small yard of five 
years ago was expanded to meet 
growing needs. 2 

Then the shipyard made quick 
strides. It started off by build- 
ing small steel rafts and light 
police and port craft. Then the 
need arose for heavier craft, 
and the shipyard was inundated 
with orders, 


IN THE course of its five 


years of existence the enterprise 
constructed more than 100 ves- 
sels. The ministry of agricul- 
ture placed orders for five large 
fishing boats; the Haifa Port 
authority ordered the construc- 
tion of heavy rafts, including 
the heaviest raft ever to be 
built in Israel—a crane-carrying 
raft weighting 250 tons. (This 
raft has been completed and is 
to be launched shortly.) 

The shipyard now engages 
more than 200 workers. When 
they commenced working there, 
they had no idea what a ship- 
yard was, Today they are expe- 
rienced shipwrights, who grew 
together with their task. 


THE SHIPYARD engineers 
are all Israelis, including some 
very young people who had stu- 
died at schools in Europe and 
the United States, but have 
gained their experience in Is- 
rael. The engineer in charge of 
production is 26-year-old Shlomo 
Caro. He finished his studies at 
Glasgow, but is gaining his prac- 
tical experience at this ship- 
yard. 

Caro has said: “I am anxious- 
ly waiting the moment of trans- 
fer to the water side. I want 
to engage in the construction 
of large boats and, ships. We 


have equipment here for the 
construction of ships of 1,000 
tons and upwards. Our workers, 
too, have learned their business 
well and are working properly. 
The state is in need of a ship- 
yard for the construction of 
large ships and this enterprise 
is capable of doing so. Why then 
the delay in establishing the 
yard by the water side?” 

In Israel] in general the need 
for a large and up-to-date ship- 
building yard is keenly felt. The 
Israeli merchant fleet is expand- 
ing speedily. All shipbuilding 
yards throughout the world are 
inundated with orders for many 
years to come, and it is clear 
that plenty of work is assured 
for a large Israeli shipbuilding 
enterprise, should such arise. 


PLANS FOR establish- 


ment of a large 


the 
shipyard for 
the construction of heavy craft 
of thousands of tons began tak- 
ing shape some time ago, when 
a decision was taken to erect 
the large shipyard at the new 
Kishon Port near Haifa Port. 
According to this decision, a 
special company is to be estab- 
lished for the erection of the 
shipyard with the participation 
of the government, Solel Boneh, 
Shoham, and foreign investors. 
The small Hayama shipyard is 
to serve as a nucleus for the 
giant shipyard. 

According to plans, the first 
stage in the erection of the large 
shipyard at the Kishon Port is 
to cost 10 to 12 million Israel 
pounds. About 1,000 workers 
are to be employed during the 
first year. Especially skillful 
workers are to be sent for fur- 
ther study and experience in 
shipyards of long standing in 
various places of the world. If,

He was psychologically _ tor- 
mented, too, with tales of Israeli 
defeats and Egyptian captures 
of Tel Aviv and Haifa. 

Later, Atkens met the three 
other Israeli prisoners whose 
stories paralleled his. All four 
also reported that they were 
unable to tell the truth to Red 
Cross people who came to see 
them, because they were threat- 
ened with death if they 
“squealed.” 

Despite their ordeal, all four 
of the Israelis were jubilant and 
in fine spirits when Rachman 
saw them emerge from the 
darkness of Egyptian bondage 
to the sunlight of Israeli free- 
dom.

merchant who is related to the 
wife of Pierre Mendes-France.

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No Wonder Most Israelis 
Can‘t Fathom U. S. Jews

HAIFA—AIl eyes here are turned on that current mystery 
which is American foreign policy, and many are the attempts toe 
explain or forecast. 

As one who lived most of his life in the United States, I 
sometimes find it difficult to understand the peculiar views of Is- 
raelis, and frequently wonder where they get their sometimes dis- 
torted views on the nature of America and what makes America 
tick. To be sure, the vagaries of American policy, and the in- 
credible obtuseness of certain high Washington officials hardly 
contribute to clarity or sympathetic understanding. 

Not all of the dispatches of Israeli journalists in America 
have helped. Except for a short visit I have been away from 
the United States for almost five years, and it may be that con- 
ditions there have changed drastically; but I find it difficult to 
believe, for example, some of the things which the New York 
correspondent of Haaretz sent to his paper not long ago. For 
Americans who are interested in knowing what Israelis are being 
told about America, I cull some samples from the above-men- 
tioned dispatch. 


IT APPEARS that except for Nahum Goldmann American 
Jews have lost all contact with the administration and with the 
eljte which surrounds President Eisenhower. Several references 
to the failures of American Jewish leadership are invariably ac- 
companied by laudatory comment about Nahum Goldmann. 

Frankly, this comes to me as a great surprise, and I wonder 
by what measure Dr. Goldmann can be recognized as an Ameri- 
can Jewish leader. To be sure, he is the president of the World 
Zionist Organization, but I do not recall his ever having been 
called to the leadership of any American body. Nor have I ever 
heard that he has the key to the White House in his back pocket. 

One factor which contributed in no small measure to the 
paralysis of American Jewish efforts in behalf of Israel in re- 
cent months, the Haaretz correspondent writes, was the Sinai 
campaign itself. It seems that many American Jews resent the 
fact that when .it comes to determining political policy, Israel 
operates without consulting them, yet when Israel gets inte 
trouble she turns to them to get her out of the mess. 


I HAVE HEARD many complaints about Israel's failure to 
accept advice from abroad in industrial matters or on economic 
problems, but this is the first time I have ever heard that Ameri- 
can Jews were anxious to provide advice in the field of diplomacy 
and international affairs. I had always been under the I[mpres- 
sion that it was precisely in this area that American Jews feel 
Israel should be independent—yet, perhaps conditions have changed, 
and the Haaretz correspondent is more up-to-date than I. And, 
whether this sense of frustration at not being consulted helped 
contribute to the “paralysis’’ of recent months, I leave to the 
Americans to decide. 

The Sinai war caused confusion among American Jews who 
did not know how to protect Israel from the epithet of “aggres- 
sor,” we are told. This defect was obvious mainly among the 
more Jewishly active leaders of the community, those who were 
moved by Jewish national feeling or strong religious sentiment. 
On the other hand, it was the assimilationist Jews of America, 
of the second and third generations, who displayed less hesitancy 
or reservations in their defense of Israel. At least, this is what 
Israelis read in the columns of the largest and most infiuential 
daily newspaper here. 

IN ALL FAIRNESS to the Haaretz correspondent I hasten 
to add that his article contains a number of other observations on 
the general political scene in the United States, and what he has 
to say on Eisenhower, on the Republican administration, and on 
the prevailing spirit in Washington strike me as being very ac- 
curate. It is only when he begins to discuss the Jewish com- 
munity that he is wide of the mark unless—I repeat—American 
Jewish life has changed considerably since I knew it. 

And if this sort of thing goes on week after week, in the 
columns of numerous Israeli newspapers, is it any wonder that 
the Israeli will never truly understand the American Jew and the 
American Jewish community?

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Rabbis Advice To Parents 





Don't Threaten In Intermarriage 


BOSTON (NJP) — Don’t 
threaten to cut off all ties with 
your children if they marry out- 
side of their faith. That is the 
advice of Rabbi B. Gittelsohn 
(Reform), of this city. 

Writing in The Jewish Advo- 
cate here, the rabbi who auth- 
ored the famous Iwo Jima mes- 
sage, had this advice for parents: 

‘Do not discuss the mater on 
a basis of ‘look what you’re do- 
ing to me’ or ‘how ean you think 
of ruining my life?’” 

Rabbi Gittelsohn explained 
that in this situation it is not 
“the parents’ welfare which 
should be primary at this point, 
it’s the child’s.” 

“ALL THE convincing facts 
there are should be brought into 
the open in the most effective 
but least argumentative man- 
ners possible,” he added, “to es- 
tablish the grave danger mixed 
marriage presents to the wel- 
fare and happiness of the two 
people considering marriage and 
eventually of their children, not 
of their parents.” 

Rabbi Gittelsohn also indi- 
cated that the anger of the par- 
ents often betrays mixed. mo- 
tives. 

THE PARENTS, said Rabbi 
Gittelsohn, give expression to 
their inner guilt by condemning 
mixed marriages. They most 
often are people who cared little 
for living active Jewish lives 
and cared even less for educat- 
ing their children Jewishly. 

As to a person’s motive for 
seeking a mate outside his faith, 
Rabbi Gittelsohn believes it is a 
display of his rebellion against 
stern parental authority. 

“SUCH PREFERENCE may 
be, without the individual being 
constiously aware of it at all, a 
rejection of parental discipline 
that has been too severe or of 


Conservative and Orthodox, 
wrote that nine out of 10 chil- 
dren born from such marriages 
in the United States, sooner or 
later become Christians. 


THE RABBI also had some 
answers to the points raised by 
young people contemplating a 
mixed marriage. 

To those who protest that re- 
ligion means nothirfg to them 
and therefore marriage to some- 
one of another faith ought to 
be no hindrance, Rabbi Gitiel- 
sohn said: 


“DON’T ASSUME that religion 
will always mean as little to you 
as you think it does now. Don’t 
box yourselves in to prevent the 
spiritual growth and maturation 
you have a right to expect and 
experience, especially when your 
children are born and you drink 
more deeply of life’s richest 
wells. Many a person who had 
no room in his life for religion 
at the age of 20 or 25 has been 
amazed to find himself pro- 
foundly religious 10 years later 
as a parent.” 

Rabbi Gittelsohn said he had 
“great pity” for persons who, in 
effect, “declare an armed truce

kinds keep well. And as usual, 
I suggest making lists of all 
the special food items you will 
need for the Seudah. Whatever 
is bought and stored in advance 
saves that last minute harried 
feeling. 

For your hamantashen there 
are several kinds of dough to 
be used. In fact, you might use 
any favorite roll-out cookie 
recipe. 


BELOW ARE some of the fa- 
vorites in my house, along with 
the traditional fillings. 

In some homes there are other 
traditions. One friend of mine 
says her mother always used a 
filling of crushed pineapple and 
nuts. Another says it would not 
be Purim if there were no ha- 
mantashen filled with cherry 
preserves. 

When making your own com- 
binations of fruit be sure to add 
some thickening agent such as 
flour or cornstarch to absorb 
the juices. Bread ‘or cracker 
crumbs are also good thicken- 
ers. And for a very good way 
to use up those last few slices 
of sponge cake, dry them well, 
then roll into fine crumbs. Use 
about a fourth of a cupful to 
every two cups of fruit.

4 cup sugar 
4 cup butter or 
1 tsp. salt 
1 pkg. yeast 
% cup warm water 
1 egg 
1 tsp. vanilla

Scald the seeds, and put 
through grinder using finest 


blade. (If small seeds are used 
they. need not be ground.) Com- 
bine with the liquid, honey, 
sugar and salt and cook over 
very low heat, stirring con- 
stantly until all the liquid is 
absorbed. Let cool, then beat 
in eggs.

Last year his varsity team 
achieved a .fenecing coach’s 
dream. The Illini captured the 
National Intercollegiate fencing 
championship for the first time. 
It also was the first time that 
a team other than one from the 
East Coast had won the trophy. 

Garret’s success as a coach 
has been founded on a _ sound

But the record is_ sufficient 
testimonial to Garret’s remark- 
able ability to pass on his skill 
to his pupils. Not only have 
his varsity teams done 
well in organized competition, 
but fencing has achieved rela- 
tive popularity with many 
young men and women who have 
taken it up on their own at 
Champaign. 


AND FENCING, as Garret is 
quick to emphasize, unlike such 
sports as football, basketball, 
and lacrosse, is something in 
which the student can partici- 
pate after leaving the ivy halls. 

Maxwell R. Garret’s contribu- 
tions with the sword—or rather, 
foil, epee and saber—may not 
match those of Bar Kochba or 
Judas Maccabeus, but they also 
add to the fabric of life in his 
time. Fencing, far more than 
is apparent to the beholders of 
what passes for swordsmanship 
in the movies, is a highly de-

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MAKES HER OWN DECISIONS 


Slowly, as time progresses, the details of the relation- 
ship between Israel and the outside Jewish community un- 
ravel themselves in a way which all prognostications seem 
to have been unable to have foretold. 

When within 48 hours after the Sinai Expedition the 
leadership of the American Jewish Committee (NJP, Nov. 
30, 1956) was advising Eban that Israel should not defy 
the United Nations, this may have seemed to have been 
the part of wisdom. 

Yet had Israel not defied the United Nations, not only 
would she not now have what assurances she does have 
against further attacks on her and her shipping, but world 
peace itself would have been in the kind of jeopardy which 
is inevitable when any nation is under constant proyoca- 
tion. 

So that a new rule has evolved, and all the words pro 
and con on whether the United States Jewish community, 
through its organizations, should try to wield influence on 
the state of Israel have more or less been in vain. What 
was necessary was time; and time has demonstrated that 
when it comes to its external relations, only Israel and her 
citizens can make decisions which affect it and them. 


NEEDED: WAGE-EARNERS’ 
CONGREGATION 


In Miami Beach, one of the affiliated groups of one 
of the larger congregations recently held an affair at a 
leading hotel to which the admission price was $50. 

In a northern city, a congregation is selling an ad book 
which it hopes will net $50,000. 

If these were exceptions, they would not warrant at- 
tention, but the problem they point to is one that cannot 
be safely ignored if the strength of American Judaism is 
to be assured. 

Our congregations have outgrown the wage-earner, 
and have become domiciles for the upper middle class and 
the wealthy. 

This leaves the Jewish family whose head works for a 
living somewhere outside of the group that can afford 
membership in a congregation, or if dues are made rea- 
sonable enough, at least precludes him from taking part 
in any of the major activities of the congregation. 

The answer is obvious: 

We need congregations made up solely of workingmen. 

To the rabbi who can start his career at $8,000 per 
annum, this kind of challenge is not very tempting. It 
means his own family will be deprived, even though the 
prize for successfully starting the first such congrega- 
tion not only means the possible salvation of American 
Judaism, but means fame which will far outweigh the 
wworldly rewards of the highest-paying pulpit in the land. 

Is there a rabbi who will accept this kind of challenge? 


DR. JOSEPH RAUCH 


One must live in a Southern city to know the kind of 
love and affection in which Rabbi Joseph Rauch, who died 
last week, was held. 

Jews spoke of him with veneration, and perhaps this 
stemmed in part from the fact that non-Jews held him in 
awe. 

He was a slightly built man, who spoke with a modu- 
lated voice. 

He was an anti-Zionist, and a bitter one at that, for 
he went to some lengths to thwart Zionist efforts. But un- 
like some others, his Jewish heart led him to appreciate 
Israel, and he turned out to be one of the staunchest ad- 
vocates of the Jewish state. 

When he died, the city sort of paused. Both Louis- 
ville and Kentucky placed their flags at half mast. No 
Jew, not even Brandeis, a native Louisvillian, has been 
honored in the way this kindly citizen was. The news- 
papers, the radio, TV, and officialdom paid their respects to 
this man who over a span of almost half a century seemed 
to be as much of a spiritual leader for the city as he was 
a rabbi for his congregation. 

Every phase of the civic and religious life of Louis- 
ville will miss his untiring efforts. He made the city a 
better place to live in for both Jew and non-Jew., 


ADVICE TO THE ZOA 


We think the Zionist Organization of America could 
use some advice on public relations. 

Concerned, as it rightfully should be, over the de- 
velopment of any new Zionist organization which seeks its 
members from the same general group it itself has here- 
tofore represented, the ZOA by its actions is creating the 
very monster it seeks to destroy. 

Had the ZOA kept whatever actions it planned to 
thwart the new organization to itself, and not gone to the 
press with bitter attacks, it would not have provided the 
new group, the Independent Zionists of America, with the 
best possible publicity, and made the entire United States 
Jewish community aware of the creation of this new Zion- 
ist body. 
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We still have never been convinced that 
a wave of immigration of United States Jews 
to Israel is not possible. 

Many times before we’ve pointed out that 
what is required is the kind of dynamic lead- 
ership without which any movement must 
fail. 

Those who oppose an American aliya to 
Israel on the grounds that it presupposes dis- 
loyalty to the United States can be ignored. 
Those who say that as long as conditions in 
the United States from an economic and a 
community relations standpoint are so good 
hardly anyone will want to go to Israel, can’t 
be ignored, but on the other hand their pessi- 
mism need not be the last word. 

The raison d’etre now being used for 
what trickle of aliya there is seems to us to 
have little appeal. To tell people that only 
in Israel can a Jew live a full Jewish life, is 
undoubtedly telling the truth, but how many 
will respond to this kind of approach? 

For the American Jew, who now knows 
that it will be generations before prejudice 
will be wiped out, and many years more than 
that before a Jew can become President of 
the United States, the appeal that in Israel 
there is complete freedom for the Jew may 
have more meaning. 

We think in terms of one very active 
Jewish leader on a national scale, both in the 
UJA and the sale of Israel Bonds, and who 
has been to Israel two or three times, who 
would pooh pooh this kind of reasoning. Yet 
his very lovely daughter could never be the 
queen or even an attendant of the annual 
celebration in his home community, which is 
like the Mardi Gras. - 

When John Slawson of the American 
Jewish Committee cooked up the idea that by 


rejecting Jews from the top clubs in most 
communities, Jews were therefore injured 
economically, we think he was going after 
something that had no chance of being cor- 
rected for even centuries, yet it pointed up 
the fact that Jews will be for years to come 
second-class citizens in some important re. 
spects. 

This dogsn’t mean at all that Jews should 
begin to uproot themselves and hie themselves 
to Israel. But it could mean that there is 
every reason to believe that Israel can offer 
thousands of young Americans the kind of 
challenge that their forefathers took when 
they left Europe because they wanted more 
complete freedom of one kind or another. 

If you ever step into our cluttered office, 
you’ll notice on the west wall, a framed re. 
newal notice dated Nov. 14, 1944. It was the 
first renewal to our national edition, and it 
came from Mrs. A. Ebenstein, of 416 E. 5th 
St., Duluth, Minn. The thrill of that lone 
renewal can never be repeated. 

Last week, by coincidence, as we opened 
the mail, the name on another renewal notice 
was vaguely familiar. It was from Mrs, 
Ebenstein, who has moved to 625 E, 6th St, 
in Duluth. 

When this first renewal came in in 1944, 
we wrote to Mrs. Ebenstein and asked that 
she mail us the cancelled check when she 
received it from her bank. This she was 
kind enough to do. Now it is a part of the 
history of The POST. af 

Old readers will recall when’ we printed 
a weekly list of the new subscribers. As we 
look back on this practice, we den’t know 
whether it served more to prove to others 
that we were growing or to reassure us in 
those days of almost insurmountable obstacles,

Wise-hearted Man

The word usages of a people are the 
surest index of their values, In the feeling 
tones and connotations which they have at- 
tached to their language they unconsciously 
eonfess what is most fundamentally in their 
nature. The sedra of this Shabbat, as of the 

«« preceding one, speaks often 
of the wise-hearted (Cha- 
cham-Lev) man. 

A wise-hearted man is 
one whose heart maketh him 
willing to give. A wise- 
hearted man or woman is 
‘ also one who has the skill 
and the understanding to 
work with scarlet and pur- 

: 4 ple, with brass and copper, 
Weinstein with ‘silver and gold. From 
this usage we may draw the inference that 
the mind is the technician, while the heart 
provides the motivation, the will power and 
the objective. 

It is on first glance apparent that the 
sovereignty of the heart is greater than that 
of the mind. Perhaps in that subtle way in 
which familiarity breeds contempt we Jews 
can demote the mind because we have lived 
so constantly with it. 

WE HAVE a reputation among the nhna- 
tions of being a smart people, a clever peo- 
ple; an intellectual people, perpetual egg- 
heads, with a refined and subtle agility in 
reasoning. We have also gained a reputation 
for being generous-hearted, big givers to 
charity, the first to volunteer for a good 
cause. And we have been lauded and lam- 
pooned for being a very sentimental people, 
a people that not only wears its heart on its 
sleeve but grinds it into song and humor and 
scatters it like confetti on the wayward 
crowd. Through Hollywood and Tin Pan 
Alley we have been charged with melting the 
tightly contained heart of the New England 
Yankee. 

Which reputation is true to the facts? 
Are we thinkers or throbbers? Are we tough- 
minded or soft-hearted? 

THE SEDRA, on close examination, seems 
to indicate that this is a false dichotomy. By 
associating both giving and craftsmanship 
with the wise heart, the sages of Israel have 
said that giving is a disciplined emotion re- 
quiring as much concentrated effort as the 
weaving of textiles or the moulding of metals. 
Conversely, the sages say, high craftsmanship 
requires the generous outpouring of the heart, 
the sense of dedication and purpose which 
transmutes work into prayer and prayer into 
work, Perhaps the Latin motto, Laborare et 











Orare, was inspired by the fact that in He- 
brew the word Avodah means both labor and 
a service of worship. 

Nor must we forget that the work to 
which the wise-hearted dedicated themselves 
was the work of the sanctuary. The text 
says: “And every wise-hearted man in whom 
the Lord hath put wisdom and understanding 


to know how to work all the work for the~ 


service of the sanctuary according to all that 
the Lord commanded.” 

IT IS POSSIBLE that skill and inspiratjon 
mutually interact. The best work is enthusi- 
astic work, Enthusiasm literally means “with- 
God.” We are deeply concerned with the 
alienation which has come between modern 
man and his work—a process which is bound 
to become more widespread with automation. 
May it not be the wisdom of the heart and 
the very heart of wisdom that man be en- 
abled to gain a new sense of dedication; that 
he regard the new society as a sanctuary 
where the living God may dwell?

NEW ZIONIST GROUP LEADER CHALLENGES CARL ALPERT’S VIEWS 


@ Editor, National Jewish POST: 

Carl Alpert made some sweep- 
ing statements in his Feb. 15 
colurm in The National Jewish 
POST. 

He says that if the distin- 
guished group of American Zi- 
onists who founded the Inde- 
pendent Zionists of America 
would have spent a few years 
in Israel they would have real- 
ized that by their founding the 
new non-political Zionist organ- 
ization they are rendering a 
“srave disservice to Israel and 
Zionism.” 

As one of the founders of the 
new organization and as one 
who has lived and worked in 
Israel, I categorically refute Al- 
pert’s insupportable logic. Quite 
the contrary, as one who lived 
and built a home in Israel, I 
have come to the conclusion that 
the formaticn of an independent 
Zionist organization free of any 
political ties is a great service 
to Zionism and to Israel. 

Alpert is in error when he 
says that the “real issue for 
Zionism is the need to improve 
in Israel the climate for the 
foreign investor and the pro- 
spective American settler. This 
may be an issue for some 
American Zionists, but at this 
crucial moment in the existence 
of Israel it is far from being 
the real issue. Anyone who 


works for the major funds for 
Israel and for the accelerated 
aliyah of tens of thousands of 
refugees from Eastern lands 
and East European countries, 
as against a few hundred that 
may trickle in from America, 
knows what the real issue is. 

I hardly need to elaborate on 
the problems of security and 
absorption that Israel faces for 
the next decade for anyone to 
see what the real issue is. 

And if we are seriously con- 
cerned about the real issue of 
Zionism, should we not first of 
all take into account the need 
of enabling the vast numbers 
of new arrivals from backward 
lands to adujst themselves to 
the higher cultural life of Israel 
and save Israel from becoming 
another Levantine country? 
Should not the real issue of 
Zionism under the present cir- 
cumstances be one of bringing 
American teachers and doctors, 
and of opening high schools in 
the various parts of the land 
for nearly three-fourths of the 
youth in Israel that have no fa- 
cilities or means for a secondary 
education? 

We have some very worthy 
Jewish bodies, including Hadas- 
sah, that look after the health, 
the indigent, and the aged in 
Israel, but what is American 


Zionism doing for the spiritual, 
cultural, and recreational life of 
large numbers of newly arrived, 
bewildered and frustrated youth, 
a youth that has no playgrounds 
and no recreational centers and 
no schools worthy of the name? 

For several years I have 
pleaded with my fellow Zionists 
mm this country for the creation 
of a youth center in Jerusalem 
and thus free our sensitive youth 
from a feeling of shame for 
having to look to the YMCA of 
Jerusalem and its Christian 
Arab staff for some of their 
organized recreational activities. 

If there are those who will 
agree with Alpert’s thesis that 
the real issue for American Zi- 
onism is the need to improve the 
climate for the foreign investor 
and the prospective American 
settler, then why should Amer- 
ican Zionism in its varied com- 
plexions of liberal, conservative 
and different religious group- 
ings be all tied to one middle 
class party that at best repre- 
sents only 10 per cent of the 
population? If the economic 
factor is the underlying reason, 
then why not consider the other 
three middle class parties—the 
Progressives, the Mizrachi, and 
Herut—-who have the same eco- 
nomic objective of creating a 
favorable climate for investors? 


From personal experience as 
a representative of investors in 
Israel, I know that American 
investors can achieve much more 
by remaining just what they 
are — American investors — free 
from the risks and alternate 
fortunes and misfortunes that 
are theirs when they are too 
closely allied and dependent 
upon the political parties for 
their business enterprises. 

Investments in Israel should 
be fought for on their merit, 
and not have to depend on the 
changing opportunistic policies 
of certain political groups. 

And as for the American set- 
tlers, Alpert must have learned 
as I did from our experience 
with our “Olei America” that 
the majority of American set- 
tlers prefer to turn to almost 
any party rather than to the 
General Zionist party. 

I do not mean to imply that 
the fault lies with the leader- 
ship of. the General Zionist 
party. Having entered rather be- 
latedly upon the economic and 
pioneering scene of Israel, the 
General Zionist party does not 
offer the advantages and possi- 
‘bilities for new settlers that 
even such parties as the Pro- 
gressives and the Mizrachi of- 
fer. 

From close contact with large 
numbers of old and new settlers 


in urban and rural areas, I have 
discovered that many, many 
people are distrustful of the po- 
litical parties. And while many 
responded to some of the hol- 
low promises during election 
time and voted for the parties 
that offered them the most, 
their confidence did not always 
accompany their votes. 

If Zionism is to help the 
masses rise to a life of dignity 
and honor, it must, continue to 
do so with the same clean hands 
with which it helped the first 
pioneers to lay the foundations 
of a new civilization and a new 
culture. 

Finally, I should like to add 
that if I am to accept the judg- 
ment of some people in Israel 
and America concerning the ef- 
fectiveness of my modest work 
in Israel, then I must attribute 
it in no small measure to its 
non-partisan nature. And now 
more than ever I must turn to 
the hitherto inactive Zionists 
and close friends of Israel and 
plead with them to enlarge the 
scope of our non-partisan, free, 
creative efforts in Israel 
through a politically free inde- 
pendent Zionist movement.

Here Is View of Jesus Unlike E 


@® Editor, National Jewish POST: 

I am sure that your readers 
will be interested in reading 
Donald Harrington’s conception 


of Jesus, in contrast to Rabbi 
Maurice LEjisendrath’s (NJP), 
Dec. 28, °56). 

Here, therefore, are excerpts 


from a sermon preached by Don- 
ald Harrington on March _ 25, 
1956, entitled “Was Jesus God?” 
at the Community church, 40 
E. 35th st., New York 16, where 
John Haynes Holmes is. still 
pastor emeritus: 

“Let us try then to summarize 
the story of Jesus, the Jesus of 
historical probability. 

“The resources are meager. 

“Jesus left no writings of his 
own. He wrote no books so far 
as we know. There are no rec- 
ords of sermons he wrote him- 
self. There are not even any let- 
ters. 

“All of our sources. in this 
sense, are secondary. The con- 
temporary historians say very 
little about his life. The earliest 
story about him, the Gospel of 
Mark, is really not history at 
all; it is a Gospel. 


“What is a Gospel? A Gospel 
is a religious tract, a report of 
‘goo@d news.’ It is the kind of 


written by someone who 
with 
something and wants to get oth- 
er people to believe. 

“We have to realize that in 
this sense all of the sources are 
not history, written with the 
particular methodology and care 
of historians, but rather are en- 
thusiastic religious writings 
which were intended originally 
to convert others to the great 
good news that the followers of 
Jesus felt that they possessed. 

“The earliest of these gospels, 
the Gospel of Mark, was written 
in the city of Rome, a long way 
from Galilee, around 70 A.D., at 
least 40 years after Jesus had 
died. It was written by one of 
the disciples of one of Jesus’ 
disciples, thought to have been 
an interpreter in Rome, who in- 
terpreted for the crowds of Ro- 
mans what Peter had said about 
his master and the days he lived 
upon the earth. 

“It is interesting that this 


thing 


is filled enthusiasm for 


isendrath’s 


earliest of the gospels, the one 
on which, as a matter of fact, 
all the other gospels are based, 
has no story whatsoever about 
the birth of Jesus. It says noth- 


ing about hs birth, as though 
Mark simply didn’t know how 
or where Jesus had been born, 
It also has nothing about his 
resurrection. The gospel breaks 
off sharply at the point where 
the women discover that the 
body has disappeared from the 


tomb, and it does not continue 
beyond that point .. .” 

Rabbi Eisendrath, on the oth- 
er hand, concludes his sermon, 
“A Rabbi Looks at Christmas,” 
as follows: 

“. . . And thus truly accept- 
ing Jesus as one of my people's 
noblest prophets and most auda- 
cious of all human spirits that 
ever sought to bring love and 
kindliness to the children of 
meni. .” 

I fail to see how one can dis- 
agrees with Rev. MHarrington’s 
views, except to say that he did 
not go far enough. P

Suggests Agreement On 
@ Editor, National Jewish POST: 
The question of the existence 
of a specifically Jewish musical 
idiom (Joseph Gale’s column, 
NJP, Feb. 8, ’57) has long 
plagued those interested in the 
subject of Jewish music. 

Does Jewish music exist? If 
so, what makes it Jewish? These 
questions intrude whenever the 
subject of Jewish music is dis- 
cussed. 

A definition of Jewish music 
has been proposed by Dr. Hugo 
D. Wesgall, dean of the faculty 
of the Cantors Institute of the 
Jewish Theological Seminary. 

Wherever music is applied to 
Judaism, the result is Jewish 
music. This means that there 
are no specific, objective musi- 
cal qualities which make a piece 
Jewish or not. Music which is 
used by Jews in their Jewish 
activities (such as the familiar 
“Maoz Tzur”’ which probably is 
based on a German folk song), 
or which obviously is intended 
by their composers te function 
Jewishly (such as Darius Mil- 
haud’s Purim opera “Esther de 
Carpentras”), is Jewish music. 





Jewish Music Idiom 

The same concept also has 
been applied to other areas of 
Jewish artistic creativity. 

Thus Dr. Stephen S. Kayser, 
creator of the Jewish museum, 
writes: “The fact that the syn- 
agogues of the past had to be 
built in the styles of the sur- 
rounding world does not make 
these buildings anything else 
but Jewish houses of worship. 
Synagogue architecture is, there- 
fore, by necessity, a part of 
Jewish art.” :
